6. Materiel seen in the North Camp of Altencrabow included about 100 
trucks and 40 artillery pieces, From 12 te 15 heavy guns were 
sheltered in the newly constructed sheds, “our heavy AA gums were 
emplaced at Klingeberge north of Doernitz. German women who worked 
in Camp Altengrabow stated that about 15,000 troops were there.
